AUDITORS' COMMENTS 


After making adjustments for minor clerical errors your auditors 


again present balanced financial statements. 


You will notice that the year closed with a current surplus of about 
$1200. During the past seven years the selectmen eliminated a current 
deficit of over $20,000 out of tax money. 


With the deficit turned into a surplus it seems that from now on 
the selectmen should present a budget which will provide only for the 
money actually needed for the year. Some costs, like Overseer and 
Winter Roads, may be difficult to anticipate. Unexpected expendi- 


tures resulting in a deficit can be appropriated the next year. 


Town business is getting bigger each year. Almost $300,000 passed 
through the Treasurer’s books in 1956, and our tax bill exceeded 
$100,000 for the first time. 


This calls for bookkeeping methods which reduce the danger of 
errors. At present the financial statements of the School Board, the 
Tax Collector, the Superintendent of Thompson’s Point, and the Trus- | 
tees are prepared by these officials and handed the auditors for auditing 
and inclusion in the town report. All other financial statements are 
being prepared by the auditors. 


We are pleased that the selectmen are starting their own system of 
bookkeeping in 1957 which should make it possible for them to obtain 
a clear financial picture throughout the year. 


Both selectmen and road commissioners are using a different type 
of order form as of January 1, 1957. This should help to account for 
the various deductions from wages which the town is obliged to make. 
It was difficult for us to ascertain these items and particularly the 
town’s share of Social Security. 


Since the town received during 1956 a trust fund of $35,000, as 
shown elsewhere in this report, your auditors recommend that three 
Trustees of Public Funds be elected as provided for in the Vermont 
Statutes.

SELECTMEN'S COMMENTS 


It gives us considerable satisfaction to have our Current Deficit 
charge paid in full. Continual whittling for six years was needed to 
pay this deficit of over $19,000.00. 


We are committed to have a new bridge at Albert Gecewicz’ to re- 
place the covered bridge. This will cost the Town about $6,000.00. 
This amount will come from the matching funds for Roads. 


After litigation of several years our town won the Page Estate case. 
We have deposited in the savings departments of local banks some 
$35,000.00. The income of this is to be used for cemetery purposes. 


We now have a covered ramp for the school children coming to the 
Town Hall from the school. This prevents the Hall from getting cold 
when the scholars come and go. It also keeps the main entrance from 
getting tracked up by the children. This was a Grange project and the 
Town Officials are very thankful for this much needed improvement 
showing the real spirit of co-operation. This ramp is continually in 
use and much appreciated by all who use it.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


The following is a report of the public health nursing service in 
town for the year 1956. 

71 visits were made to mothers and babies, especially with mothers 
having their first baby, or any particular problem; 

185 visits were made to the homes of preschool and school children 
to discuss health problems with the parents. The nurse works 
closely with the family physician, the school principal, and 
other Health and Social Agencies in attempting to find a solu- 
tion to these health problems as the need arises; 

59 home visits were made to families for general health supervision. 

A Preschool Medical Conference was held in May and 74 children 
were examined. 23 children received triple antigen, and 20 children 
hie vaccinated against smallpox. There were no outstanding defects 

ound. 

In November two School Medical Conferences were held, and 48 
children were examined by Dr. Edward Crane. 25 children were 
vaccinated against smallpox, 43 received booster diphtheria-tetanus 
shots, and 9 received booster tetanus shots. 

The parents in Charlotte are to be commended for their interest in 
maintaining the protection of their children against communicable 
diseases by permitting them to receive the necessary booster doses as 
is recommended. 

79 children received their first Salk Vaccine immunization, 
65 children received their second dose, 

192 children have received their third dose, 

16 children of the Polio Pioneer Group received a booster of 1 c.c. 

Chest X-ray clinics held twice each month by appointment at the 
De Goesbriand Memorial Hospital in Burlington, and once each month 
at the Fanny Allen Hospital in Winooski were available to persons 
referred by their physicians. 

The Public Health Nurse for Charlotte is Mrs. Florence Shea who 
has her office in Essex Junction, telephone 8-3320.

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REPORT OF THE PTA HOT LUNCH PROGRAM 


In its seventh year of operation under the chairmanship of Mrs. 
Lindol Atkins, the PTA hot lunch program continued to maintain its 
high position in the state, serving over 37,500 lunches during 1956.

The main accomplishment of the Charlotte fire department during 
1956 was, of course, the construction of a modern fire house on the 
ferry road. As directed by the town at the March meeting last year, 
50 percent of the money voted for the department has been set aside 
for the building in a fund separate from that for operating expenses. 
This money, substantially implemented through local financing, has 
been used to cover cost of materials and certain labor in connection 
with the construction. Virtually all of the manpower has, however, 
been supplied by the firemen themselves, aided by several local and 
summer residents. The department wishes to express its gratitude to 
all those who lent their assistance in this project. Almost all of the 
outside work, except for painting, has been completed, although some 
work remains to be done on the inside of the building. 

Once this work has been accomplished, it is planned to arrange a 
mortgage loan on the structure with a bank in order to repay the local 
obligation, and to reduce the bank loan through use of the building 
fund referred to above. 
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It is a source of gratification to the fire department to note the in- 
creasing number of farmers who are constructing large pond holes ad- 
jacent to their buildings. In several recent instances water, or the lack 
of it, has spelled the difference between containing a fire and a tragic 


loss.

15. Will the Town vote to have Poll and Old Age Assistance taxes 
payable on specific date, and whether the payments be made 
to the Treasurer or Tax Collector?

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CHARLOTTE SCHOOL REPORT 


As has been done for several years in Charlotte, this annual report 
presents figures, facts and recommendations computed and organized 
by the School Directors and the Superintendent of Schools. 


As this is the tenth annual report in which the present superintend- 
ent has had a share, it was of some interest to him to refer to his first 
report, that of 1947, for some statistics of the Charlotte school system 
of that year. In September of that year Charlotte was employing nine 
teachers, housed in eight different buildings. (At West Charlotte two 
rooms were in one building.) The September enrollment totaled 181 
pupils, ranging in size of school from 13 at the Stacy School to 24 in 
the West Charlotte primary room. The grade distribution varied from 
a total of 14 eighth graders to 34 in grade 3, the largest grade that 
year. 


Looking at more recent figures, let us cite certain statistics for the 
school year ending June 30, 1956. By a strange coincidence, the total 
number of different pupils in our school that year was exactly the same 
as that of the 1954-55 year, 261. Our average daily attendance was 
235.79, a drop of 3.31 from the preceding year. The per capita cost 
of elementary education, computed according to the state formula, 
was $238.68. 


During the 1955-56 year, Charlotte had 80 different pupils enrolled 
in various secondary schools within and outside the state, with an av- 
erage number of 78.69 for the year. The per pupil cost of this educa- 
tion to Charlotte school district was $218.60. In many instances addi- 
tional tuition was paid by parents as Charlotte’s policy in recent years 
has been to pay only the $225 required by law. 


Looking now at our most recent complete set of enrollment figures, 
those of September 1956, we find the following: grade 1, 23; grade 2, 
33; grade 3, 36; grade 4, 40; grade 5, 22; grade 6, 34; grade 7, 24; 
grade 8, 22; total 245. This is actually a decrease of 9 from the cor- 
responding figure of the preceding year and may be an indication that 
the school population of Charlotte may not continue to increase as 
rapidly in the next few years as it has in the last few. Further evi- 
dence of a slowing down of school population increase is found in a 
survey we have been making of probable first grade enrollments for 
September 1957, 1958 and 1959. This survey shows probable entries 
for those years of 24, 26 and 23 respectively. This unexpected but 
welcome trend may make it possible for us to postpone for a time the 
project of providing additional classroom space for which we had 
anticipated a need. 

Since we converted the former music room into our eleventh class- 
room and a part of the boiler room into a library, we are certainly 
using every possible space in the building for direct educational pur- 
poses. Were it not for the availability of the Town Hall for our 
auxiliary activities such as lunch programs, music, indoor athletics, as- 
semblies, etc., we would indeed be sorely handicapped. 
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Our teaching staff this year includes eleven full time teachers, plus 
our music supervisor who spends one day each week at the school. 
Three of our teachers are new to us this year. Mrs. Lancaster, who 
left us at the end of last year was succeeded by Mrs. Lucy Parker 
Jimmo of North Ferrisburg, a teacher of several years experience who 
last year completed her third year of training at U.V.M. The second 
teacher new to the Charlotte School was Mrs. Helen Harte who had 
been teaching the two previous years in Ferrisburg. Our third new 
teacher is Mrs. Beverly Mosher, wife of our principal, who had been 
teaching in Vergennes, and who took the position made vacant by Mrs. 
Cushman’s decision not to teach this year. Mrs. Shirley Marshall, 
after five years of conscientious service as a school director, resumed 
direct contact with the school system by accepting the position of office 
assistant following Mrs. Spear’s resignation. 

The grouping of pupils among the eleven teachers has been as fol- 
lows this year: Two rooms have only first grade pupils. We have 
combination rooms of second and third grades, of third and fourth 
grades and of sixth and seventh grades. We also have rooms contain- 
ing only pupils of each of the following grades: two, four, five, six, 
seven and eight. Because of the uneven and changing sizes of grades, 
these groupings must of necessity change from year to year. 

In addition to the creation of the new classroom within the school 
building, two other important changes of benefit to the teachers and 
pupils were carried out during the summer, One was the surfacing 
of the area around the west and south sides of the building, providing 
a much better all weather play area. This project was sponsored by the 
Parent Teacher Association. The second project was the new covered 
entrance to the Town Hall basement promoted and financed by the 
local Grange. We are sure that both of these developments are greatly 
appreciated by all connected with the school. 

Our financial statements, found elsewhere in your Town Report, 
show that our anticipated expenditures for the current school year are 
slightly below the budget figures presented and approved at the 1956 
March meeting. We are pleased that we are able to show this result. 

The school directors and superintendent appreciate the cooperation 
and support of Charlotte citizens and express their thanks to all mem- 
bers of the school staff for their conscientious services in behalf of our 
boys and girls.

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CHARLOTTE UNION HIGH SCHOOL 
STUDY COMMITTEE 


At the 1956 town meeting new members were added to the Union 
High School Study Committee by vote of the town. 

In addition to continue studying with the Vergennes group the 
committee was also charged to investigate the possibilities of an or- 
ganization with neighboring towns to the north. The Vergennes group 
brought the matter of unionization before its voters in May 1956, Due 
to the above directive from the Town, the Charlotte study committee 
felt that it could not recommend that the Town participate in this 
vote. 

At our invitation similar committees from Hinesburg, Shelburne and 
South Burlington met with us and organized an area study group to 
which Williston was subsequently added. The town of St. George 
was invited but never attended. 

The five town study group and its subcommittees met frequently 
during the past year. The Area Survey subcommittee assembled 
figures on present school costs, school population by age groups and 
geographical distribution, at the same time attempting to project 
future school enrollment and population trends. 

The Educational Survey subcommittee, later the Curriculum com- 
mittee, formulated a list of objectives of a high school education which 
served as a basis for a desirable curriculum. This study is as yet 
incomplete. 

During the course of discussions throughout the year it became in- 
creasingly evident that the pressures for joining a Union High School 
District varied considerably among the five towns. Therefore, Shel- 
burne took the initiative in suggesting a three-town combination of 
Charlotte, Hinesburg and Shelburne whose needs and interests seemed 
to be more parallel. 

The five-town study committee was not dissolved, but was adjourned 
in order to give the three towns a chance for further exploration of a 
possible Union High School. 

The committees of these three towns voted to have similar articles 
included in their town warnings asking the voters to indicate whether 
they wish their committee to continue this study.

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WHO ARE VOTERS IN TOWN MEETING? 
(Revision of 1947 as amended in 1949) 


Sec. 3499 V.S. Qualifications of voters. 


“A male or female citizen twenty-one years of age, who has taken 
the freeman’s oath and whose list, including poll, is taken in a town 
at the annual assessment preceding a town meeting, and whose Poll 
and Old Age Assistance taxes due such town, were paid prior to Janu- 
ary 1 preceding such town meeting, or who has attained the age of 
twenty-one years subsequent to the last annual assessment and resided 
in the town since April 1 last preceding or who is exempt from taxa- 
tion for any cause, shall be a voter in town meeting while residing in 
such town..... A person qualified to vote in town meeting under the 
provisions of this section shall be qualified to vote in all other municipal 


meetings.”
